ALORICH AND FRIENDS

Dolliver, Cummins, La Follette, 
Bristow and Their Friends 
Now in G. O. P. High Places. 
Taft Henceforth Must Go to 
“‘Insurgents’’—Says Real Ref- 
uge in Democratic Party. 


Washington, May 16.—Senator Stone, 
democrat, of Missouri, turned artist 
in the senate today and painted a pic- 
ture of that body under what he term- 
ed was the new leadership of the “in- 
surgents.”’ 

Contending that in the contest of 
last Friday over the long and short 
haul provision of the railroad bill the 
“insurgents” had won a signa! victory, 
he painted Senator Cummins as qccu- 
pying the place of Senator Aldrich; 
Mr. La Follette, that of Mr. Hale; Mr. 
Bristow, that of Mr. Lodge, and Mr. 
Nelson, “that sturdy old Norwegian, 
Senator Knute Nelson,” that of Mr. 
Gallinger, whose sage counsel had so 
long aided in guiding the regulars. 

He pictured Senator Clapp, “the bold 
black eagle of Minnesota,” as chairman 
of the committee on Interstate com- 
merce in place of “the genial and com- 
placent senator from West Virginie,”’ 
Mr. Elkins, while, with the republic- 
ans gathered in a conference or sort 
of campmeeting, he beheld Mr. Bever- 
idge exhorting his colleagues to har- 
mony and regularity, and Mr. Dolliver 
acting as musicat director, whjle “the 
silver voice of Carter was to be heard 
sweetly echoing in the chorus.” 

Elkins Has His Doubts. ; 

“It'll be some time first,” remarked 
Senator Elkins, from his seat; but the 
Missouri senator evidently failed to 
hear the intérruption. 

He proceeded to outline a second pie- 
ture—that of the president receiving 
the new leaders, who he said the chief 
executive would be quick to recognize 
if at all like his “immediate predeces- 
sor.” They wowd be called in to con- 
sult over administration matters while 
the old-time regulars were left to 
“cool their heels outside with demo- 
crats and other plain people.” 

There could be no question, said Mr. 
Stone, that the regulars had capitu- 
later—that on that fateful “Friday, the 
18th,” Aldrich, Elkins et al. had hoist- 
ed the white flag, and that henceforth 
the former insurgents would become 
the regulars. The old “regulars” had 
been “done for.” Not only had the 
insurgents achieved a victory over the 
regulars in the senate, but over the 
attorney general, who drew the bill, 
and over the president, who had been 
its sponsor. 

Taft Bill Riddled. 

In the house, even to a greater ex- 
tent than in the senate, the bill had 
been vitiated, he continued, so that as 
the measure came from that body it 
was a mere skeleton of the measure 
which the president and the attorney 
general had sent to congress, and he 
hoped “the flasco would stand as a 
Warning to impertinent officials not to 
interfere with legislation.” 

But, while he congratulated the “in- 
surgents,” he was not disposed to ad- 
mit that the prospect for the future 
was any better under the new than 
under the old regime. He had no faith 
in either of the republican factions, and 
advised the dissatisfied everywhere 
that the only real ‘refuge was in the 
democratic party. 

He characterized as “a gratuitous 
and wanton insult” the recent state- 
ment by Mr. Nixon, that Senator Ald- 
rich was reported “to carry in his 
pocket the votes of fifteen democratic 
senators.”’

ERUIT STANDS ABOLISHED > 


BY. THE GENERAL COUNCIL 


Under an ordiance adopted by the 
general council yesterday afternoon al] 
the fruit stands on the sidewalks in 
the city will be abolished. 

The ordinance came up in a report 
from the tax committee which de- 
clared that hereafter no licenses would 
be tssued for fruit stands when the 
fruit was exhibited and sold on the 
sidewalks. It was adopted by an al- 
most unanimous vote. 

Alderman Hancock, chairman of the 
tax committee, stated that hundreds 
of good citizens had appealed to his 
committee to put a stop to the block- 
ing of the sidewalks by small fruit 
stands that carried on their business 
exclusively on the sidewalks. 

Alderman Grant amended the ordi- 
nance 8 storekeepers could display 
their fruits on the outside of their 


stores, provided they did the selling 
inside the buildings. This amendment 
was accepted by the tax. committee. 

There is at‘large number of fruit 
Stands in the city, owned principally 
by foreigners. They rent smé@ll spaces 
where buildings are set back from the 
.propérty lines. They do the selling by 
standing on the sidewalks, and fre- 
quently they and their customers 
block the sidewalks and get in the 
way of pedestrians. It was to put a 
8top to this class of business that the 
ordinance was introduced and adopted. 

Many of these places command a 
good rental, and. often people rent 
stores with a view of getting back a 
part of the rent sub-renting to fruit 
dealers. 

This new law will mean that all 
fruit venders will hereafter have to 
rent stores, and must keep off ef the 
sidewalks.

‘Juror Crone Says That Ac 
cused Physician Was His 
Own Worst Enemy, 


wH, CLARK!” CRIED WIFE 
AS VERDICT WAS READ 


“Don’t Worry, Dearie,” Said 
Hyde as He Comforted Wife. 
Mrs. Swope, the Mother-in- 
Law, Who Prosecuted Hyde, 
Collapsed When She Heard 
Verdict---Appeal to Be Taken. 


Kansas City, May 16.—Dr. B. Clark 
Hyde, whom a jury today found guilty 
of murdering Thomas HM. Swope and 
sentenced to life imprisonment, owes 
his conviction to his own testimony on 
the witness stand, says W. C. Crone, a 


juror. 

Crone is in reality the man who de- 
cided the physician’s fate. Until Sat- 
urday night Crone and 8. R. Johnson, 
a farmer from Sibley, Mo., held out for 
acquittal against the rest of the jury. 
Remembering Dr. Hyde's demeanor on 
the stand, Mr. Crone finally decided 
the accused man was guilty and voted 
for conviction. He them convinced Mr. 
Johneon, making the verdict unani- 


mous. 
Hyde His Own Werst Enemy. 

“Dr, Hyde was his own worst enemy 
in the trial,” seid Mr. Crene tonight. 
“His own testimony convicted him, 

“When Dr. Hyde said he had bought 
cyanide for ten years and yet could 
not remember where he bought it, he 
damned himself as a witness. If he 
had not testified as he did, I think he 
would not be in the position he is. 

“At first I believed Hyde innocent, 
and until Sunday I voted to acquit 
him. Then 1 recalled his testimony 
about his cyanide purchases and I de- 
cided he was guilty. I told Mr. John- 
son 1 had changed my vote and I 
talked about my decision. I think my 
reasoning had an effect on him.” 

A strange feature of Juror Crone’s 
action is that his son Albert was re- 
cently sentenced to eighteen years in 
the state penitentiary for murdering 
Bertha Bowler, his sweetheart. 

Few Dramatic Features. 

Tonight all the participants in the 
great murder case are as calm as they 
have been at any time since the trial 
sta The return of the verdict was 
marked by an absence of dramatic 
features. Mrs. Hyde cried a little 
when she heard the verdict in the 
court room. Dr. Hyde did not change 
his usual stoical appearance. Mrs. 
Logan O. Swope was unnerved when 
at her home tin Independence she 
heard the outcome, but she soon re- 
gained her composure. It was w 
she had been fighting for and she was 
satisfied. ® 

“My home is still open to my daugh- 
ter.” she said. “I feel sorry for her.”

Convict Uses Torch at Lucille 
Mines in Effort to 
Escape 


BED BODIES PRESENT 
GREWSOME APPEARANCE 


More Than 100 Convicts Con- 
fined in the Camp---Building 
Rapidly Consumed---1 Con- 
vict Shot Dead While At- 
tempting to Escape---Finan- 
cial Loss Will Be Heavy. 


Montgomery, May 16—A special’ te 
The Advertiser from Centerville, Ala., 
says: “i 

The stockade of the convict camp of 
the Red Feather Coal Company at 
Lueille mines, in Bibb county, about 16 
miles north of Centervillea, was seom- 
pletely destroyed by fire at an early 
hour this morning and thirty-five con- 
victs were burned to death and one 
was shot and killed while trying to 
escape. 

A convict, in trying to escape from 
the stockade, set it on fire, and soon 
the whole structure was blazing. On 
account of the extreme dryness, the 
building was rapidly consumed. 

Rescued With Difficalty. 

The convict who set the bullding on 

fire was burned to death, and thirty- 
four of his fellow convicts shared a 
similar fate. It was with much diffi- 
culty that e remainder of the con- 
victs in thé’ stockade were prevented 
from escaping, as more than a hundred 
were kept in the stockade at the time 
of the fire. 
All of the convicts at Lucile mines 
are state convicts, who are leased by 
the convict department to the Red 
Feather Coal Company for the purpose 
ef mining coal. 

H. W. Perry ts president of the com- 
pany, and J. H. Taylor i¢ superintend- 
end, and has active charge of the work. 

Fimancial Loss Heavy. 

The financial loss will reach several 
thousand dollars.

The stockade was recently inspected 
and was pronounced in good condition. 
A number of the convicts are known to 
have been slowly roasted to death, and 
several guards received slight injuries 
while rescuing other men. Other coal 
operators in Bibb county have come 
to the assistance of the Red Feather 
company. The camp is reported quiet 
tonight. Most of the dead will be 
buried tomorrow.

LONG SERIES OF POISONINGS 
WERE CHARGED TO DR. HYDE 


Kansas City, Mo., May 16.-—-Dr. B. C. 
Hyde was charged during his trial 
with a series of startling poisonings, 
having for their object 
of control] of the fortune of Colonel 
Thomas H. Swope, the millionaire phil- 
anthropist. 

Colonel Swope died on October 3 
last after a severe convulsion. It was 
charged that this convulsion followed 
the taking of a capsule prescribed by 
Dr: Hyde and that the capsule con- 
tained cyanide of potassium, a deadly 
poison. Dr. Hyde said the capsule was 
a digestive tablet. 

On January 11 Colonel Swope’s body 
was removed from its tomb for chem- 
jeal analysis of the internal organs, 
which disclosed, according to chemists’ 
reports 52-66 of a grain of strychnine. 

Two days before Colonel Swope’s 


death Moss Hunton, his 
business adviser, digd at the Swope 


house of apoplexy. It was charged at 
the trial that Dr. Hyde bled Mr. Hun- 
ton too profusely gfter the apoplectic 
attack. : 

Early in Dec er a typhoid epi- 
demic broke out the Swope house- 
hold, attacking ten of the members 
and causing the .death of Chrisman 
Swope, a brother of Dr. Hyde’s wife. 
Shortly -before Chrisman’s death he 
was given a capsule by Dr. Hyde and 
suffered a convulsion similar to that 
precading Colonel Swope’s death. 

Margaret Swope, Chrisman’s sister, 
who also had a convulsion after tak- 
ing @ capsule while under Dr. Hyde's 
treatment, was given a emetic at once 
by Dr. Twyman and recovered. 

Dr. Twyman, who was expected to 
be a valuable witness, died of ap- 
pendicitis just before the trial began. 

The trial started five weeks ago to- 
day.

Southern Baptist 
Convention today, President Taft is 
commended for his example of total 
abstinence and for his action in insist- 
ing on changed regulations governing 
the issuance of the United States spe- 
cial tax receipts of retail liquor deal- 
ers whereby the “infamous work of 
the so-called boot-leggers and other 
violators of prohibition laws will be 
rendered hazardous.” 
To Kill “Boot-Ledging.” 

This action of the nation’s chief ex- 
ecutive, the committee reported, will 
render “boot-legging’’ impossible with- 
out detection under proper state en- 
actments and enforcements. 

The committee recommended that 
congress enact laws which will pro- 
tect states from the interstate ship- 
ments of liquor into “dry” territory 
and remove whatever protection and 
internal revenue tax receipts may give 
to vendors of liquors in localities 
where the sale of liquor is prohibited 
by law. 

The convention emphasized its idea 
of complete independence from the 
northern Baptist denomination by its 
action in tabling a resolution setting 
Cut a boundary line in the territory of

Bishops Make Statement 
About Roosevelt Episode 


Prelates Justify the Mission | 


Work ef Northern Method- 
ists in Rome and Decline to 
Enter in Any Counter Attack 
on the Roman Church. 


Philadelphia, May 16.—The board of 
bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, through its Secretary, Bishop 
L. B. Wilson, tonight issued an offi- 
cial statement which had been pre- 
pared by the board at its meeting in 
Chicago on May 9 relative to tne Ital- 
The statement is the 
outcome of the recent controversy in 
Rome caused by the visit 6f Colonel 
Roosevelt. 

Statement of Bishops. 

The statement follows: 


“Deploring, and at all times seeking 
to avoid interdenominational contro- 


versies, we are nevertheless compelled | #Sainst -the Southern 


to recognize occasions when 
preference must yield to a 
sense of official duty. 

“We cannot allow to pass unnoticed 
the recent unprovoked and unwar- 
ranted attempt to discredit one of our 
most useful missions by widely pub- 
lished accusations which, if based 
upon truth, would bring dishonor upon 
ee church which supports that mis- 
sion. 

“We regret that after repeated chal- 
Jenges for details of the specific acts 
Supposed to justify these charges, they 
still remain in such general terms 
that their validity cannot be tested 
before the judgment of the world. We 
can only observe: 

“1. That ordinarily the use of oppro- 
bious adjectives issue suggestive of 
énger rather than of reason. 


No Change tm Methods. 


“2. That the methods of our mis- 
sions in Italy, now for the first time 
thus publicly condemned, are the same 
that have been pursued from the be- 
ginning, almost forty years ago. 

“3. That the same methods, namely, 
preaching the gospel in its simplicity 
and conducting schools where they are 
needed, schools which recognize the 
plain teachings of the New Testament 
as a supreme authority in religion and 
ethics, have long been followed by our 
missions in South America and Mexico 
as well as in Rome and no such indict- 
ment has been brought against those 
missions even to this day, so far as we 
are informed. 

“4. From these facts the inference 
appears to be irresistible that other 
considerations than the methods of 
our mission in Rome must have been 
the real cause of this sudden outcry. 

“6. Possibly some urgency of dli- 
plomacy, local in its origin, but far- 
reaching in its portent, required this 
attack with all ita hazard as a di- 
version from the real issue involved. 

“The facts that support this infer- 
ence are known to all who have fol- 
lowed the course of recent events in 
the city of Rome. 

“Had there been any other way to 
avoid certain issues of etiquette and 
precedence created by coincident cir- 
cumstances of public nature, the 
Methodist mission might have escaped 
calumny and thus lost the valuable 
recognition of its success. 

No Plea in Abatement. 


‘Under such circumstances we eén- 
ter upon no defense of our work in 
Italy and make no plea for ebatement 
in the judgment of the world. 

“We decline at the present time to 
enter upon any counter attack upon 
the Roman Catholic church. 

‘We ask only that all fair men in- 
terested in the situation study for 
themselves its methods of propagan- 
dism and the traditional attitude of 
that church toward other Christian 
faiths. 

“We believe that there are stand- 
ards of equity and moral rectitude by 
which in the estimate of all progres- 
sive peoples, all religionsand all meth-

Question of the Constitution- 
ality of the Law Arose in the 
Case of Mrs. King, Whose 
Husband Was ax Railway 
Crossing. | 


Washington, May 16.—Refusing to 


hold that the blow-post statute of 
Georgia, passed in 1852, when rail- 
roads were just being built there, to 
be unconstitutional, the United States 
supreme court today affirmed decisions 
of the lower federal courts, awarding 
judgments of about $10,000 to Mrs. 
Josephine King and her daughter for 
injuries suffered in a crossing accident 
on the Southern Railway. 

The constitutionality of the 
arose when Mrs. King brought suit 
Railway Com- 
pany for damages for the death of 
her husband, who was struck by a 
train at a public highway crossing. 

The law provided that at posts 400 
yards away from the point where a 
railway crosses a highway the engineer 
should begin to blow the whistle and 
continue so to do until he reaches the 
crossing. 

The railroads claimed that the en- 
forcement of the statute would greatly 
delay mail trains and otherwise inter- 
fere with interstate commerce. 

Justice Day, in announcing the opin- 
ion in court today, said that when a 
party came into court to attack the 
constitutionality of law he must show 
he was injured. This, it was held, had 
not been done.

Bitter Letter Is Written 
by the Secretary. 


Ballinger Tells Kerby Latter | 
Is Unworthy to Remain in 
the Department—Kerby Is 
Accused of Having Played 
the Traitor. 


Washington, May 16.—Frederick M. 
Kerby, the stenographer in the office 
of the secretary of the interior, who 
on Saturday issued a statement re- 


garding the Lawler memorandum on

Secretary Ballinger’s ietter dismiss- 


ing Kerby follows: 

‘May 16, 1910.—Sir: You are hereby 
discharged from the public service be-

“In divulging information obtained 


by you in the confidential relation of 
stenographer to the secretary of the 
interior, in communicating tha: in- 
formation to those whom you are 
bound to know are wrongfully seek- 
ing to bring reproach upon the ad- 
ministration and to injure me, and to 
Celiberately misstating material facts 
as to which you did treacherously 
communicate, you show that you are 
unworthy and unsafe. The fact that 
your treachery is futile cannot miti- 
gate the character of your offense. 
For the good of the service you are 
ereby dismissed.” 

ae was thought Kerby would be 
transferred to another department, but 


shortly after noon came the letter of 
total dismissal. 

Mr. Kerby was not much surprised. 
After receiving his dismissal he said: 

“The letter dismissing me was not 
unexpected. Of course, when I issued 
my statement I realized that the sec- 
retary would take some such action.

OBERLIN CARTER ASKS 
FOR REHEARING OF CASE 


Convicted Army Officer Says 
United States Supreme 
Comes, Saeed. 


Chicago, May 16.—Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter announced here today that 
he had filed with the supreme court 
of the United States a petition for re- 
hearing in the Savannah harbor case, 
in which he was held guilty ef de- 
frauding the government. He alleges 
that the supreme court was misled by 


perjured testimony. 
Carter sets forth that there was no 
evidence to show that one Westcott, 
alleged to have been a secret partner 
of Greene and Gaynor, was Carter's 
agent, ‘save the manufactured exhib- 
its of one Edward Israel Johnson, an 
accountant, employed by the prosecu- 
tion, who admittedly knew nothing of 
his own knowledge, and who the trial 
court found guilty in this very con- 
nection, ‘in a number of instances,’ 
of swearing to iorced balances,’ i. e., 
of committing perjury. . oe aes 
witness was not only shielded, but is 
still carried on the government pay 
ro}i.”’ 

The petition is largely devoted to 
an attempt to show that the court 
erred in attributing the ownership of 
certain bonds to Carter when he al- 
leges that they belonged to West- 
cott. 

“The supreme court erred in assum- 
ing as correct,” reads the petition, “the 
assertion of the prosecution, that I 
made investments aggregating more 
“than $400,000" becauge both lower 
courts refused to so hold.” 

The court is further alleged to have 
been influenced by other evidence not 
entertained by the lower courts. 

In the concluding paragraph Captain 
Carter apologizes for any itirregulari- 
ties of phraseology which may be 
found, as the petition was prepared 
by himself.

For failing to heed the order in- 
structing them to attend the school of 
instruction at Fort McPherson last 
week, about fifty officers of the 
national guard of Georgia will be re- 
quired ts resign by May 20 or be 
court-martialed. 

A statement to this effect was made 
Yesterday afternoon by Adjutant Gen- 
eral A. J. Scott, who declared that no 
officer not excused by the governor 
from attending the week’s school of 
instruction would be permittedto stay 
in the service without court-martial. 

Some time ago the edjuiant genera! 
issued orders requiring every infantry 
officer in the State to attend the 
school of instruction, which opened at 
Fort McPherson on Monday, May 39. 
Beveral officers, who found it impos- 
sible to attend on account of business 
or other matters, recured leave of ab- 
sence from the governor. Other offi- 
cers, who did not take the matter so 
seriously. made no effort to be ex- 
cused and did not attend the school. 

“The officers who did not attend 
the school and who were not excused 
by the governor, were either guilty of 
disobeying orders or were negligent in 
their duty,” said General Scott, “and 
those officers who did not attend the 
school and who were not excused 
must resign by May 20 or be court- 
mertialed. Unless these officers re- 
sign charges will be preferred against 
them. This decision is final.’

TIME FOR A SWEEP OUT. 
The last man in America who can afford to be over-credulous, 
‘who cannot allow himself the folly of being misled-by his advisers, 
is the chief magistrate of the nation. 

President Taft is now paying the penalty for transgressing both 
principles. Inasmuch as the failing seems to be temperamental—pos- 
sibly incurable—he is in danger of suffering consequences far more 
aggravated before the expiration of his administration. 

In two respects at least—some say more—the personnel of his 
cabinet illustrates painful susceptibility to the wishes of the gold- 


brick contingent in politics. 
' Ballinger and Wickersham have conclusively demonstrated their 


unfitness both as advisers to the president and as administrators of 


in the public mind that the cabinet is no place for Ballinger. . 

And it now seems that this doughty and versatile friend-and-foe- 
and-foe-and-friend by turns to “conservation” and .piratical 
corporations, cajoled the president into allowing him to WRITE 
HIS OWN VINDICATION. 

And Wickersham! 

Wickersham contributed his quota to the Ballinger green goods 
game on the public in that artful little ante-dated statement, which 
in itself was a petty enough trick to have condemned an attorney 
general of the United States—the more so if the exigencies of the 
case were sufficiently grave to necessitate the president’s defense of 
the action. 

But Wickersham stands arraigned and his unfitness demonstrat- 
ed on a count far more fundamental.

The second dissipated that shadowy contingency, was absolute- 
ly confirmative of his leanings and gave conclusive evidence of his 
unfitness.’ 

For when congress demanded a probe of the BEAR side of the 
cotton market he sent back a curt refusal, specifying that it was 
solely the BULL wing for which he was gunning. 

This igs the man that is reported to dominate the Taft cabinet 
to SUCH a degree that its disintegration is a topic of common 
prophecy among Washington correspondents. 

The president has our sympathy! We believe, and we think 
most Americans, regardless of partisanship, believe with us, that he 
is and always has been actuated by an honest desire to conduct a 
clean, equitable administration, as nearly akin to that of his pred- 
ecessor in those respects as the eternal verities would permit. 

But in one of the primary essentials of party statesmanship he 

has been deplorably remiss. He has been pathetically guileless. 
Fle has been densely confiding, forgetting that a president stands, 
or should stand, judicially isolated from all lures or snares of friend 
or foe, however bland, once the high oath of office has passed his 
lips. 

Honest himself, he has too implicitly trusted. 

Two years remain in which he may cultivate that militant skepti- 
cism indispensable to the effective discharge of his office, and to the 
redemption of his prestige. 

The FALSE ADVISERS, the excess baggage, in his cabinet, 
must GO. 

The nation still wishes this big, jovial, bewildered man well. 

But— 

It he fails to purge his counsel-board— 

He is likely to go down with it—a victim of too much credulity.

In addition to the $40,000 donation of J. L. Bass, the merchant 
prince of Rome, the trustees of the college have bought 125 acres 
of land adjoining, giving to the institution 155 acres with natural 
advantages of remarkable variety and beauty. 

The liberality of Mr. Bass and other public-spirited men through- 
out the state in behalf of Shorter is a well-deserved tribute to the 
new head of the college—Prof. A. W. Van Hoose—a distinguished 
educator whose name is indissolubly associated with the work of 
higher education of women, and who has, perhaps, rendered more 
conspicuous -seryice along this line than any other one person in 
the south. 

Under Professor Van Hoose’s experienced direction Shorter is 
destined to take rank in the very forefront of the female colleges of 
the country.

SOUTHERN IMMIGRATION 
DISCUSSED IN NEW YORK 


New York, May 16.—(Special.)—In 
an address before the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, on “The Dis- 
tribution of Immigrants,” Mr. Ormsby 
-said today: 

“All. sections of the country have 
been bertrefited in the past by immigra- 
tion, with the exception of the south, 
and it is incumbent upon you to edu- 
cate the south in this regard. The 
people of the south have learned very 
little of tolerance in this line. They 
today have considerable of the intol- 
erance of the Know-Nothings; they 
seem to fear a dilution of their blood, 
and so far have succeeded in protect- 
ing themselves from the influence fol- 
lowing upon the intimate mingling of 
the people of different racial divisions 
and ideas. There is a distihct prejudice 
in the south against the present-day 
immigrant, which is aggravated by 


a 


the distinction raised between the na- 
tive employer and the native laboring 
class. The social and economic prob- 
lems involved in the race issue in the 


south create such a situation that the 
laborer of European countries can not 
be economically assimilated in the 
southern states. The complaint is made 
by the immigrant farm laborer that he 
is not properly treated there, and that 
his wage is too low. The present-day 
immigrant is not acceptable to the 
south outside of its commeraolal centers. 
Untt! such time as the patrician south 
accepts the man of foreign tongue, 
and treats with consideration the men 
needed in developing the natural re- 
sources of that section, commercial 
and agricultural progress there will 
be hindered and that section effectually 
closed to present immigration.”

Railway Bill in Senate--Sus- 
pension Day -° in 
House. 


Washington, aMy 16.—The feature of 
the consideration of the administration 
railroad bill in the senate was the vote 
taken on an amendment by Senator 
Cummins to strike out the sections of 
the bill to provide for the establish- 
ment of a commerce court. This was 
defeated by a vote of 28 to 37. The 
affirmative vote was cast chiefly by 
democrats and “insurgent” republicans. 

A number of other amendments were 
offered to these sections, but all of 
them were defeated. Notice of other 
amendments was given, and they will 
be considered when the senate con- 
venes at 11 o'clock tomorrow. 

This being a unanimous consent and 
suspension day in the house, a large 
number of bills were passed. Among 
the more important measures passed 
was a senate bill providing for a sys- 
tem of parole for United States prison- 
ers sentenced for more than one year 
and who have served at least one-third 
of their terms. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Henry 
of Texas to change the date of inau- 
guration of the president from March 4 
until the last Thursday in April was 
defeated. Only one vote was lacking 
of the two-thirds of the house neces-

Charles E. Davis, the well-known 
attorney of Rome, Ga., entered the At- 
lanta federal prison last night to be- 
gin a sentence of fifteen months on 
the charge of using the mails in an 
attempt to defraud. He is also under 
a fine of $500. : 

His extraordinary motion for a new 
trial was overruled Monday at Rome 
by United States Judge W. T. New- 
man, and on motion of the prosecu- 
ting attorney Davis was remanded to 
Prison in accordance with the original 
decision upheld by the supreme court. 

Handcuffed to “London Red,” con- 
victed safe-blower, whose right name 
is George W. Clarke, the Rome. law- 
yer arrived in Atlanta over the West- 
ern and Atlantic Railroad at 7:30 
o’clock In the custody of United States 
Deputy Marshals W..§.-Kemp and T. 
P. Trammel. 

A Constitution reporter saw Attor- 
ney Davis a few minutes after his ar- 
rival and he stated that he would fight 
the case to the bitter end. 

“All I desire to say at this time,” 
said Davis, “is that the fight is not 
yet ended. I have not been given a 
just trial.” 

The Davis case has been in the 
courts for a little over two years and 
was of considerable interest owing to 
the prominence of the defendant. 

It was alleged that Davis used the 
United States mails in attempt to per- 
petrate a fraud on the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House Association shortly after 
the panic. Rgpresenting himself as 
an agent of the association, it was 
charged that he placed an order with 
the Security Bank Note Company, of 
Philadelphia, for $50,000 worth of cer- 
tificates identical with those used and 
in circulation in Atlanta

Entire Vote in Favor of Court 
Was Cast by Republicans. 
Democrats, Supported by 8 
Republicans, in Effort to 
Strike Out the Provision. 


Washington, May 16.-—Whatsoever 
may be the fate of other provisions of 
the railroad bill, the proposal to estab- 
lish a court of commerce will be re- 
tained, the senate today taking affirm- 
ative action in that direction, as the 


house had previously done. 

The vote was obtained on a motion 
by Senator Cummins to strike out the 
entire six provisions providing for the 
establishment of the court, the result 
being in the negative—28 to 37. 

The entire negative vote was cast by 
republicans, although eight republic- 
ans voted with the democrats in sup- 
port of the motion. The affirmative re- 
publican votes were cast’ only, except 
in the instances of Senators Borah and 
Crawford, by the most pronounced of 
the “insurgents’’—Messrs. Beveridge, 
Bristow, Clapp, Cummins, Dolliver and 
La Follette. 

Triumph for Regulars. 

The action was a distinct triumph 
for the regular republican organization, 
and was the first fruit of recent ef- 
forts to solidify the administration 
forces s0 as to insure the carrying out 
of the administration program. 

Following this action, Mr. Bacon 
| presented an amendment substitutirg 
the United States circuit courts for 
the court of commerce in the trial of 
commerce cases, but it was voted 
down without division. A negative fate 
also met an amendment by Mr. Cum- 
mins reducing the membership of the 
court from five to three. 

Following these votes, Mr. Cummins 
offered amendments modifying his sub- 
stitute for the stock and bond -pro- 
visions and substituting for the United 
States the interstate commerce com- 
mission as defendant in the cases Of 
commerce involving orders of the 
commission. Neither was disposed of 
during the day. ‘ 

e A Day of Debate. 


The voting followed a day of debate 
on the Cummins motion to strike out 
the court section, which was offered as 
soon as the senate succeeded in get- 
ting a quorum after beginning the 
business of the day. Speeches were 
made by Senators Cummins, Stone, 
Clapp and others. 

Mr. Clapp found in the provision a 
tendency toward the centralization and 
congratulating the country upon the 
work done already in eliminating the 
original bill, appealed to the senate to 
continue that work. Mr. Beveridge op- 
posed it because of the little work to 
be done by the commission. Declar- 
ing that if all senators shoufa vote 
their honest convictions, the court sec- 
tion would be voted out, Mr. Bacon de- 
clared he would rather lose his right 
arm than be responsible for so radical 
a change in the judiciary as this bill 
contemplated. He urged senators not 
to vote to strike down the great judi- 
clary system “for some foolish senti- 
ment or other impulse.” 

Double the Commission. 

Mr. Paynter suggested that, instead 
of creating a new court, the interstate 
commerce commission should be 
doubled, and Mr. Heyburn made a gen- 
eral argument in opposition to the 
proposed court. The Idaho senator de- 
clared it would not be a court of law, 
but merely an equity court, and said 
that no other court in the country was 
constituted on this principle. 

Mr. Nelson announced his determina- 
tion to vote to retain the court sections 
because he thought the establishment 
of the court would result in the expedi- 
tion of state railroad cases. 

Early in the day the senate voted to 
rescind its previous action in the dally 
hour of meetings at 11 o’clock, but just 
before adjourning, reconsidered the ac- 
tion of the morning and decided to 
meet tomorrow at 11 o'clock.

The arrival of the time for the election 
of seven bishops was an occasion of 
the keenest interest in the general 
conference today. The rules under 
which the Episcopal election is being 
held are thoroughly fair to all parties 
concerned 

The possibility of what is commonly 
known as the “single shot’ ballot re- 
sulted this morning in the election of 
Drs. Collins Denny, of Nashville, Tenn., 
and J. C. Gilgo, of Durham, N, C. 

The First Ballot. 


This ballot stood: Denny, 229; Kil- 
go, 178; MurraW, of Missippi, 133; 
McMurray, of Kentucky, 102; Lambuth, 
of Tennessee, 90; DuBose, of Missis- 
sippi, 86; Mouzon, of Texas, 86; Water- 
house, of Virginia, 82; Ainsworth, of 
Georgia, 77; McCoy, of Alabama, 73; 
Dickey, of Georgia, 58; Culver, of Ala- 
bama, 65, and a scattering vote for 
more than a score of other ministers. 

A special session of the conference 
was held today at 3 p. m,. in order to 
continue the Episcopal election. 

The Second Ballot. 

The second ballot stood as follows: 
Murrah, 165; Lambuth, 119; McMurray, 
109; DuBose, 108; Mouzon, 104; Water- 
house, 101; Ainsworth, 92; McCoy, 90; 
Dickey, 49; Tillet, 28, and a large 
scattering vote. Dr. W. B. Murrah, of 
Jackson, Miss., was duly elected, hav- 
ing received a majority vote. 

The third ballot was as 
Lambuth, 138; Mouzon and 
house, 132; DuBose, 108; McCoy, 108; 
Ainsworth, 98; Dickey, 50; Tillet, 12, 
and the usual complimentary vote. The 
fourth ballot has been taken and wil! 
be announced in the morning. 

Hopeful of Ainsworth’s Election. 

Four bishops are yet to be elected 
and Dr. W. N. Ainsworth is fifth in 
the race, hence the Georgia delegation 
is hopeful of his’ election. Several 
other Georgians, besides Drs. Dickey 
ans Ainsworth, have received compli- 
mentary votes. 

One of the most important questions 
in the entire session was settled today, 
that of refusal to remove ‘the four- 
year time limit in pastoral appoint- 
ments and allowing the law on this 
point to remain unchanged. The vote 
in favor of no renewal of the time 
limit stood 194 for and 90 against, 
Dr. J. H. Scruggs being the only 
Georgian voting for a change in the 
law. Dr. T. D. Ellis, of Savannah, 
made a telling speech against the re- 
moval of the time limit and sat down 
amid a burst of prolonged applause. 

The Men. Elected. 

It had’been conceded since 
ing of the conference that 
lins Denny and J. C. Kilgo would be 
elected on the first ballot.

Hannibal, Mo.; May 16.—Five com- 
panies of state militia arrived tonight 
under orders of Governor Hadley to go 
to Ilasco, 4 miles south of here, where 
1,500 foreign workmen are threaten- 
ing to damage the $4,000,000 plant of 
the Portland Cement Company and in- 
jure American laborers.
